LABOR DAY.- 


With skies not wholly clear in the industrial world 


of America. Labor day comes upon conditions that in 
the main are satisfactory. Just now there is the threat 
of a great railway war in which two vast systems of 
transportation lines and many thousands of men ar- 
involved. There is the seeming of an earnest endeavor 
on both sides to avoid war. and it is to he said for 
the representatives of the railway unions party to the 
dispute that they are employing every means sav.: 
absolute surrender to bring about an understanding 
upon, which continuance o[ peace may be based. 


With the example of recent events in Great r.ritain 


to guide them both parties to these ominous disputes 
in America should be able to see that actual hostilities 
are not necessary. The British strike was in progress 
long enough to make the country feel the tooth of 
;vant and the belligerents were forced to take council 
of public sentiment. 
The government, was mediator 


in the preliminaries of peace and it finally secured the 
submission of the issues to impartial boards, 
from 


which it is expected complete and satisfactory adjust- 
ment of all details will be had. 
It is a distinct vie ton 


For arbitration and for the public and it cannot there- 
fore in any wise be a defeat for cither side to the con- 
troversy. 
If the two great railway systems and their 


employes cannot themselves find a way to peace, they 
have recourse to impartial arbitration, and that way 
thoulcl be taken. 


In general, labor conditions are about as they were a 


year ago. 
The industrial status is not as satisfactory 


as could be wished, hut there is at least nothing worse 
than stagnation here and there. 
Nothing that ap- 


proaches paralysis exists in any branch of industry. 
Labor for the most part is on good terms with its 
Jtnployers and with the western railway situation com- 
posed the general outlook could he called reassuring. 


Two legal issues of tremendous interest and vita; 


importance to labor arc pending in the courts. In tlv 
District of Columbia Judge Wright has cited Messrs. 
Gonipcrs, Mitchell and Morrison, chief eexectitivc offi- 
cers of the American Federation of Labor, lor con- 
tempt in the Bucks stove boycott affair. 
The supreme 


court thrc\v the case out. holding that as the difficulty 
beween the principals had been peaceably settled then 
was nothing for it to decide, but advised the district 
court that if it still felt iself offended it could have 
recourse. Judge Wright at once instituted a new case. 
The trial of the McXam.iras at Los Angeles for al- 
leged dynamiting has enlisted the interest of organ- 
ized labor all over the country and contributions for 
defense are coming from union sources everywhere. 
The trial is expected to disclose whether or not the 
McNamaras are being "jobbed" and the Los Angeles 
case a "frame-up" to wreck organized labor in that 
tity and to prejudice it everywhere. 


In Fort Wayne the labor situation is without un- 


toward aspect. No strike is in progress and labor in 
all lines is well employed. 
The situation here, a* 


almost without exception is always the case, is better 
both as to conditions of employment and the outlook 
for peace than anywhere else in the country.

Fort Wayne, with practically nil branches of Indus • 


trv organized and actively identified with the federated 
concerns of labor, has peace and has had peace for 
many years, save that now and then a little strike flurry 
has rippled past. It is a fine commentary on the char- 
acter of employers and employes that this is so, and it 
has given Fort Wayne a good name throughout the 
land, and that good name is helping Fort Wayne's 
industrial development. Capital likes to invest where 
conditions are stable and labor likes to go where there 
is peace and a square deal. 


They went to work building good roads from 
to anywhere. 
County and townships went into debt. 


Private persons put tip money. 
By great agitat ion and 


much sacrifice, they built road after road through the 
lonely woods. 
And the scoffer said that nobody would 


ever travel them. 


At first nobody did travel them. 
A lonely, perfect 


highway through a thinly settled corner of the world: 
it did look foolish to incur a debt for that. Hut, pres- 
ently. people came — in motor cars; then more came. 
Somebody discovered that the land alonp the highways 
was good land. 
It had before been taken for granted 


that because it. had not been tilled It was of little value. 
Now its price has doubled — in places, quadrupled: pros- 
perous farms already bloom where there wag only waste 
before. 


Nor is this all. The people of the lonely and formerly 


nnvlsited region themselves had stayed at home for 
lack of roads that tempted them lo travel. But as soon 
as they had good roitds they began to go about. 
The 


more prosperous of them bought motor cars to fit the 
roads. 
Then they began to take tours. 
They now go 


to adjacent, states, to the mountains, to the sea — wher- 
ever, they will in their touring cars. They are becoming 
a traveled folk. 


More yet. They have become so thoroughly convinced 


of the value of good roads that, an enterprising fellow 
In an adjacent county began the publication of a good- 
road magazine. They felt an impulse to tell the rest, of 
the world of I be value of their discovery — that, good 
roads pay. 
And it's a good magazine, too. 
(It is 


earnestly hoped that, it, pays.) 
Thus, while a bad road 


leads nowhere and the sooner it ends the better, a good 
road may lead to anything. 


Travel a good road and you'll find good stores without 


end. 
For example: 
A distinguished apostle of road 


building wits addressing a meeting of farmers in the 
state of Washington several years ago, just when there 
was a contest going on for a United States scnatorsbip. 
The speaker was not: In the senatorial 
race, but his

"Well, now, a mere senator, even from any one of 


the most famous states, is not. well enough known for 
his name to have reached your ears.

emperors wore road builders; and. though Julius Caesar 
has been dead more than two thousand years, you know 
who he was. 
We are here not t.o consider such a small, 


transitory subject as. a senatorship, but such a lasting 
and noble subject as road buildltig; and you have under- 
valued the importance of this meeting and underrated 
ray ambition. 
Do not interrupt me aga.in unless you 


have somftliina; to say worthy of the occasion."

(Pittshurp Dispatch.) 


The annual compilation of the deaths and injuries 


from the insane Fourth has Just been completed by the 
Journal of the American Medical Association for the 
1911 
holiday. ' I t shows a remarkable decrease both in 


the number' of fatalities and casualties. 
But 57 deaths 


are reported as against 466 in 1903. and 131 in 1ft 10, 
or the oighl-year average of over 200. 
The number of 


accidents ha£ also decreased from 5,600 to 1.908, the 
highest, to 1,603 this year. 


The Journal puts it strikingly when it, says that, in 


nine years 87 regiments of American men, women and 
children have been mutilated for life, and two regiments 
have been killed in the celebration of Independence day 
The injured number 37,410, and those killed 
l,71fl. 


Happily the annual sacrifice of lives, limbs, eyes anr 
fingers is disappearing before a. saner patriotism. 
The 


comparison offered by this year's figures with those o 
the.eight, preceding years shows how thoroughly the 
country has been aroused by the campaign for a sane 
and safe Fourth, and the beneficial results accruing. 


It may he humiliating, hut the record shows that, this 


state has, since IflO-l, led the list in the number o' 
Fourth of July casualties. 
Pittsburg, happily, can poin 


to a record that has kept, pace with the movement,. 
The 


chief cause of Pennsylvania's unenviable pre-eminence 
is to be found in Philadelphia, where, notwithstanding 
a most, vigorous campaign for K saner Fourth, the re- 
sults have been very unsatisfactory. 


In this connection it is noted thai, the really effective 


way is to prohibit, fireworks of a.ny size. Twelve of the 
deaths this year were those of girls ami small children 
whose clothing was ignited by the smaller and sup- 
posedly harmless fireworks. The stray bullet was an- 
other leading cause of casualties. 
The blank cartridge 


was the chief cause of tetanus, and the giant cracker, 
as heretofore, the main cause of mutilation. 
Rut Ihe 


advocates of (lie sane and safe Fourth have every reason 
to be encouraged by the records.

very best, inducement for those who have neglected It 
to take it up.
